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Y  professor  dies 
in  car  accident 


Elder  Ballard  new  member  of  Council  of  Twelve

A  Brigham  Young  University  pro¬ 
fessor  was  killed  and  his  wife  hospital¬ 
ized  after  their  car  crashed  into  a 
parked  vehicle  near  the  1-15  Spring- 
ville  exit. 

Dr.  Paul  David  Warner,  36, 435  W. 
400  North,  Spanish  Fork,  and  his  wife 
Sherry,  were  apparently  driving 
south  on  1-15  near  the  Springville  exit 
Thursday  when  they  struck  an  aban¬ 
doned  vehicle  parked  in  the  emergen¬ 
cy  lane,  highway  patrol  officials  said. 

Warner  and  his  wife  were  thrown 
from  the  vehicle  as  it  rolled  several 
times,  said  Brent  Harker,  assistant 
director  of  Public  Communications  at 
BYU.  Warner  was  pronounced  dead 
at  the  scene. 

Sherry  Warner  sustained  minor  in¬ 
juries  and  is  listed  in  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  at  Utah  Valley  Regional  Medic¬ 
al  Center,, a  hospital  spokesman  said. 

Warner  was  an  associate  professor 
in  the  Educational  Psychology  De¬ 
partment  at, BYU  and  received  out¬ 
standing  ratings  for  his  teaching,  said 
Rossanna  Rodriguez,  secretary  in  the 
department. 


Warner  was  the  author  of  the  books  , 
“Caring  Parents,”  and  “Answers  to 
Questions  About  Children.”  He  also 
authored  several  professional  jour¬ 
nals,  Rodriguez  said. 

'  Specializing  in  family  affairs  and  re¬ 
lations,  Warner  was  an  Education 
Week  speaker  for  several  years. 

He  was  one  of  the  few  psychologists 
in  Utah  Valley  who  specialized  in 
helping  children,  she  said. 

He  graduated  from  BYU  in  1973 
with  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  psycholo¬ 
gy.  He  received  his  master’s  degree 
in  counseling  and  psychology  in  1975 
from  Utah  State  University,  and  his 
doctorate  in  clinical  psychology  in 
1976  and  has  been  a  professor  at  BYU 
since  1979. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife;  three 
daughters,  Kristen,  Jennifer  and 
Lori;  one  son,  David,  all  of  Spanish 
Fork;  parents,  Jarvis  and  Vernetta 
Law  Warner  of  Spanish  F ork;  two  sis¬ 
ters  and  three  brothers.  Funeral  ser¬ 
vices  are  scheduled  for  11  a.m.  Tues¬ 
day  at  the  Spanish  Fork  3rd-6th 
Ward,  600  N.  Main.  Friends  may  call 
at  the  church  prior  to  the  services  and 
from  6-8- p.m.  today  at  the  Walker 
Mortuary.

He  told  the  story  of  a  faithful  Latter-day  Saint 
woman  who  typified  the  meaning  of  love.  He  also 
spoke  of 'Latter-day  Saint  missionaries  who  de¬ 
velop  “a  deep  and  profound  love  for  the  people  they 
serve  among.” 

Another  strong  example  of  love  and  service  is 
President  Spencer  W.  Kimball.  “He  has  literally 
spent  his  life  in  taking  off  his  coat,  so  to  speak,  and 
putting  it  around  the  shoulders  of  those  he  judged 
to  be  in  greater  need.” 


“No  one  professes, to  be  perfect,  but  there  is  a 
spirit  in  this  work  and  among  this  people  that 
makes  them  better  than  they  would  otherwise  be. 
It  is  the  spirit  of  love,  borne  on  the  wings  of  the 
restored  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

But  Mormons  are  not  the  only  ones  who  are  able 
to  love,  Elder  Dunn  added.  “We  claim  no  corner  of 
love  on  others.  ■  We  know  the  world  is  filled  with 
many  good,  decent  people.  We  respect  and  admire 
them  and  the  righteous  things  they  stand  for,”  he 


Elder  Backman  said  he  found  happiness  after  he 
was  called  on  a  mission  and  got  caught  up  in  the 
hard  work.  “If  you  want  happiness,  find  ways  to 
serve.  Your  happiness  will  be  commensurate  with 
the  service  you  render.” 

The  first  session’s  concluding  speaker,  Elder 
Neal  A.  Maxwell,  a  member  of  the  LDS  Council  of 
Twelve,  addressed  the  topic  of  “Premortality,  a 
Glorious  Reality.” 

Elder  Maxwell  said  premortality  is  a  key  doc¬ 
trine  that  is  assailed  but  will  survive  “after  the  dust 
of  this  dispensation  has  settled.” 

The  doctrine  of  premortality  was  revealed 
through  Joseph  Smith,  the  choice  seer  foretold  of  in 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  he  said.  Joseph’s  understand¬ 
ing  of  this  doctrine  came  incrementally.

“To  take  the  hand  of  another  at  the  risk  of  your 
own  popularity  takes  a  mature,  Christ-like  love,” 
said  Elder  Robert  L.  Backman,  a  member  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy. 

Elder  Backman  said  the  Savior  made  no  distinc¬ 
tion  between  the  young  and  the  old  when  it  comes 
to  caring  in  the  "world.  He  gave  several  personal 
stories  of  people,  both  old  and  young,  who  have 
given  of  themselves  to  love  one  another. 

“A  life  can  never  be  happy  that  is  focused  inward. 
So,  if  you  are  miserable  now,  forget  your  troubles, 
march  right  out  your  door  and  find  someone  who 
needs  you,”  said  Elder  Backman.

this  enormously  important  truth  did  not 
reach  the  Holy  Bible  in  an  abundant  degree,  though 
it  is  surely  there.” 

Premortality  is  a  doctrine  that  cannot  be  mea¬ 
sured  in  terms  of  logic,  Elder  Maxwell  said.  “The 
doctrine  does  not  abuse  logic,  but  is  more  than  logic 
alone  can  fully  support.” 

Elder  Maxwell  traced  the  development  of  the 
doctrine  of  premortality,  as  revealed  to  Joseph 
Smith. 

“Only  with  the  help  of  this  doctrine,  can  we  begin 
to  understand  things  as  they  really  were,  are,  and 
will  be.” 

He  said  our  life  on  earth  is  “.  .  .  like  being  drop¬ 
ped  off  by  a  parent  for  a  day  at  school.  But  what  a 
day!” 

While  in  this  earthly  school  we  have  heavy  re¬ 
sponsibilities,  said  Elder  Maxwell.  “Because  we 
were  chosen  ‘there  and  then,’  surely  does  not  mean 
we  can  be  indifferent  ‘here  and  now.’  ”

LDS  church 
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experiences 
growth  in  '85 


The  membership  of  the  . 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-d&y  Saints  in¬ 
creased  to  approximately 
5.8  million  in  September, 
according  to  Glen  Buckner, 
LDS  church  statistitian. 

This  number  represents 
an  increase  of  150,000 
members  from  last-  year’s 
total  of  5.65  million. 

The  number  of  stakes 
rose  from  1,507  at  the  end 
of  1984  to  1,552  in  the  third 
quarter,  which  ended  last 
month. 

Seven  new  missions  have 
been  created  in  1985,  bring¬ 
ing  the  total  to  187,  and 
2,039  more  missionaries 
went  into  the  field  this 
year,  making  the  total 
number  of  missionaries 
29,694. 

The  number  of  branches 
has  nearly  doubled  from 
2,697  to  4,732.  This  year

Niekro  captures  300th 


After  the  first  play  of  his  National 
Football  League  career,  Bernie 
Kosar  might  have  wished  he  was  back 
in  college.  A  little  later,  however, 
Kosar  was  a  Cleveland  Browns  hero. 

Kosar,  the  quarterback  who  left 
the  University  of  Miami,  Fla.  after 
two  years  and  joined  the  Browns 
through  a  supplemental  draft,  made 
his  NFL  debut  Sunday,  first  in 
forgettable  fashion,  then  with 
memorable  results. 

Kosar  replaced  injured  starter 
Gary  Danielson  (strained  right  shoul¬ 
der)  late  in  the  first  half  and  promptly 
fumbled  away  his  first  pro  snap.  That 
led  to  a  New  England  field  goal. 

But  he  then  completed  his  first 
seven  passes  in  the  second  half  and 
led  the  Browns  to  a  24-20  victory  over 
the  Patriots. 

Tight  end  Ozzie  Newsome  caught  a 
33-yard  option  pass  from  wide  receiv¬ 
er  Brian  Brennan  for  a  second-period 
touchdown. 

Elsewhere,  Chicago  and  the  Los 
Angeles  Rams  stayed  undefeated. 
The  Bears  downed  Tampa  Bay  27-19 
and  the  Rams  held  off  Minnesota  13- 


10.

Chicago  remained  unbeaten  with  a 
24-point  second  half  as  Walter  Payton 
scored  on  runs  of  four  and  nine  yards, 

.  giving  him  100  career  touchdowns. 
Jim  McMahon  threw  a  21-yard  TD 
pass  to  Dennis  McKinnon  and  Kevin 
Butler  kicked  field  goals  of  30  and  31 
yards.  It’s  the  best  start  for  the  Bears 
since  1963,  when  they  won  their  last 
NFL  championship. 

“Our  comeback  (from  a  12-3  deficit) 
shows  the  kind  of  character  we  have 
on  this  ball  club,”  said  McMahon,  who 
was  intercepted  twice.  “We  came  out 
kind  of  flat.” 

ExrBYU  quarterback  Marc  Wil¬ 
son,  named  the  starter  just  prior  to' 
the  game  and  playing  despite  a 
sprained  ankle,  passed  for  241  yards 
and  one  touchdown  and  Chris  Bahr 
kicked  four  field  goals  as  the  Raiders 
defeated  the  Chiefs.

Bellini  catches  3  TDs 
in  Cougars'  42-7  rout

FORT  COLLINS,  Colo.  —  Ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  football  fans  of  all  ages,  come  one,  come  all  as 
Ringmaster  LaVell  Edwards  presents  his  incredi¬ 
ble  BYU  three-ring  aerial  circus  in  its  1985  WAC 
debut. 

In  the  first  ring,  Ram-tamer  Robbie  Bosco  keeps 
the  Colorado  State  defense  at  bay  by  completing  38 
passes  in  49  attempts  for  417  yards  and  three  touch¬ 
downs.  Watch  as  Bosco  deftly  maneuvers  through 
the  Ram  pass  rush  without  being  sacked  in  BYU’s 
42-7  rout  of  CSU. 

In  the  middle  ring,  thrill  to  the  high- wire  acroba¬ 
tics  of  Mark  Bellini  as  he  catches  seven  passes  for 
105  yards  and  three  TDs  —  giving  him  nine  scoring 
grabs  for  the  year. 

In  the  last  ring,  marvel  at  the  inside-outside  con¬ 
nection  of  the  Cougar  running  game.  Lakei  Heimuli 
r  the  Rams  for  189  yards  in  total  offense 


while  Tom  Tuipulotu  runs  around  them  for 
career-high  80  yards  in  eight  carries. 

Saturday  was  a  day  of  superlatives  for  BYU, 
racking  up  655  yards  in  total  offense  while  holding 
Colorado  State  to  191  —  and  a  25-yard  net  in 
rushing.  So  dominant  was  BYU  “that  two-time 
WAC  rushing  champion  Steve  Bartalo  could  man¬ 
age  only  a  measly  19  yards  for  13  carries. 

The  Cougars  should  have  registered  a  shutout, 
but  in  the  third  quarter  BYU  punter  Kevin  Towle 
dropped  a  snap  and  was  tackled  on  the  26-yard  line. 
After  quarterback  Kelly  Stouffer  completed  a  key 
third-down  pass  to  J.D.  Brookhart,  Bartalo  ran  in 


the  Ram’s  only  TD. 

“We’re  disappointed  that  we  lost  the  shutout,” 
said  linebacker  Kurt  Gouveia,  “but  a  win’s  a  win, 
and  that’s  the  important  thing.” 

“It’s  been  a  long  time  coming,”  said  Edwards  of 
his  first  ’85  conference  victory.  “Our  first  four 
games  were  such  an  emotional  thing  that  it  seems 
like  a  long  time  ago  since  we  played.” 

BYU  received  a  physical  and  emotional  boost 
with  the  unexpected  return  of  halfback  Kelly 
Smith.  The  senior  supposedly  was  out  for  the  sea- , 
son  with  a  knee  injury,  but  the  knee  responded 
favorably  to  rehabilitation,  and  Smith  will  forego 
the  surgery.  Admittedly,  Edwards  was  reluctant 
to  use  Smith  as  a  runner,  but  he  did  catch  four 
passes  and  was  used  extensively  througout  the  con¬ 
test. 

“I  didn’t  feel  rusty,”  said  Smith.  “I  felt  as  good  as 
ever.  I  didn’t  even  think  about  getting  hurt.” 

After  a  scoreless  first  quarter  —  the  Rams  snuf¬ 
fed  the  only  Cougar  scoring  threat  by  recovering  a 
fumble  deep  in  their  own  territory,  Tuipulotu  put 
the  first  Cougar  tally  on  the  board  sweeping  around 
the  left  side,  then  cut  upfield  and  went  untouched 
into  the  endzone  for  a  23-yard  score.  ... 

On  its  next  possession,  BYU  scored  again  as 
Bosco  fotmd  Bellini  for  a  14-yard  scoring  strike. 

The  most  spectacular  play  of  the  game  came  on 
Bellini’s  second  TD  pass.  With  13:09  left  in  the  third 
quarter,  Bosco  dropped  back  from  the  Ram  35  and 
found  Bellini  open  at  the  15.  After  the  catch  Bellini 
ricocheted  off  a  Ram  defender  and  raced  for  the  left 
corner  of  the  end  zone  for  the  score.

Race  for  crown 
heats  up  in  WAC 
with  4  unbeatens 

Perennially,  it  seems,  the  University  of  Utah 
serves  notice  that  its  annual  grudge  match  with 
BYU  could  be  the  time  and  place  where  the  Utes 
will  unseat  the  Cougars  as  WAC  champs. 

And  just  as  perennially,  Utah  has  to  eat  its  words 
after  knocking  itself  out  of  a  title  bout  with  BYU 
weeks  before  their  scheduled  meeting. 

But,  this  year  the  Utes,  under  first-year  Head 
Coach  Jim  Fassel,  have  already  taken  five  positive 
steps  toward  a  possible  Nov.  23  championship 
showdown  with  BYU.  Wyoming  was  floored  as  the 
latest  stepping  stone  Friday  night  when  the  Utes 
won  their  fifth  straight  37-20  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Eddie  Lewis  led  Utah’s  offensive  attack  with  134 
yards  rushing  and  two  touchdowns  and  the  Ute 
defense  kepi  Wyoming’s  wishbone  in  check.  “It 
seemed  like  our  defense  was  pinned  down  all  night, 
but  they  rose  to  the  occasion,”  said  Utah  Head 
Coach  Jim  Fassel. 

In  other  WAC  action,  Air  Force  also  made  its 
title  aspirations  known  by  shocking  Notre  Dame 
for  the  fourth-straight  year  21-15  at  Colorado 
Springs,  Colo.  BYU  crushed  Colorado  State  42-7, 
and  San  Diego  State,  the  WAC’s  other  unbeaten 
team  at  1-0,  went  to  3-1  overall  by  overpowering 
Stanford  41-22  in  San  Diego.  New  Mexico  bowed  to 
Nebraska  38-7  in  Lincoln,  and  winless  Hawaii  was 
tied  by  Fresno  State  24-24  in  Fresno.  Texas-El 
Paso  was  idle. 

Seventeenth-ranked  Air  Force  raised  its  win¬ 
ning  streak  to  eight  games  when  linebacker  Terry 
Maki  blocked  a  field-goal  attempt  and  teammate 
A.J.  Scott  ran  77  yards  with  the  loose  ball  for  a 
fourth-quarter  touchdown.  Notre  Dame  was  lead¬ 
ing  15-13  and  had  a  first  down  at  the  Air  Force 
2-yard  line  just  moments  before  the  ill-fated  field- 
goal  try.  Maki  had  30  tackles,  19  of  them  un¬ 
assisted,  on  the  day. 

Todd  Santos  passed  four  touchdowns  to  lead  San 
Diego  State  past  Stanford  in  the  first-ever  meeting 
between  the  two  teams.  Webster  Slaughter  caught 
Santos’  first  TD  throw  early  in  the  second  quarter, 
and  added  another  on  a  51-yard  run  with  teammate 
Casey  Brown’s  fumble. 

Senior  I-back  Paul  Miles,  in  his  first  start,  ran  for 
189  yards  and  a  TD  as  13th-ranked  Nebraska  out¬ 
classed  New  Mexico. 

Fresno  sophomore  Barry  Belli  kicked  a  29-yard 
field  goal  with  8:37  left  to  tie  Hawaii,  now  0-3-1 
overall.

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Stronger  resolution  called  for 

Conference  concludes  with  counsel  to  live  the  gospel

The  155th  Semiannual  Conference  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
concluded  with  Church  leaders  bearing  wit¬ 
ness  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  law  of  fasting, 
the  power  and  reality  of  the  Savior’s  atone¬ 
ment,  the  divinity  of  Joseph  Smith,  Latter- 
day  prophets  and  the  surety  of  the  gospel’s 
message. 

Church  leaders  also  asked  for  the  sustain¬ 
ing  vote  for  Elder  M.  Russell  Ballard,  who 
has  been  called  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Elder  Bruce  R.  McConkie  on  April 
19,  1985. 

Elder  Ballard,  56,  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Presidency  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy  for  more  than  five  years  and  has 
served  as  a  general  authority  since  April 
1976. 

Other  changes  in  church  leadership  in¬ 
cluded  Elder  J.  Thomas  Fyans,  who  was  re¬ 
leased  as  a  member  of  the  Presidency  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy  and  sustained  as 
the  new  president  of  the  South  American 
South  Area,  succeeding  Elder  A.  Theodore 
Tuttle.  Both  Elder  Fyans  and  Elder  Tuttle 
will  continue  as  members  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy. 

Elder  Robert  L.  Backman  and  Elder  Jack 
H.  Goaslid  swere  appointed  members  of  the 
presidency  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
succeeding  Elder  Ballard  and  Elder  Fyans. 


In  a  brief  address  by  Elder  Ballard  to 
saints  gathered  worldwide,  he  said  “I  under¬ 
stand  the  source  of  my  call.

Elder  Hunter 

As  the  Savior  draws  close  to  us,  Elder 
Howard  W.  Hunter  of  the  Council  of  Twelve 
said  members  of  the  church  can  draw  close  to 
him  by  living  the  law  of  the  fast.  It  not  only 
meets  the  needs  of  those  who  are  less  fortun¬ 
ate,  but  blesses  the  lives  of  those  who  stlbmit 
themselves  to  this  principle,  he  said. 

“To  discipline  ourselves  through  fasting 
brings  us  in  tune  with  God  and  fast  day  pro¬ 
vides  an  occasion  to  set  aside  the  temporal  so 
that  we  might  enjoy  the  higher  qualities  of 
the  spiritual.”  Elder  Hunter  explained. 

While  the  origin  of  fasting  cannot  be 
traced  to  any  specific  commandment  or 
event,  threads  of  history  have  woven  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  law  and  blessings  of  fasting. 

Elder  Rector 

Fasting  is  one  of  the  many  principles  that 
makes  up  what  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
—  glad  tidings  or  good  news. 

“It  is  the  good  news  about  Jesus  Christ 
and  his  atonement  for  our  sins,”  said  Elder 
Hartman  Rector,  Jr.  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy.  Christ  gave  us  his  gospel,  which  his 
reflected  in  his  words,  “I  came  unto  the 
world  to  do  the  will  of  my  Father.” 


That  is,  in  much  the  same  way,  why  we 
came  into  the  world,  Elder  Rector  said,  “to 
do  the  will  of  the  Father  because  our  F ather 
has  sent  us  too.” 

Christ  did  not  seek  to  die  on  the  cross  but' 
he  was  willing  to  do  the  will  of  the  Father. 
Likewise,  “you  don’t  have  tq  want  to  —  so- 
long  as  you  do  it.  This  seems  to  be  what  the 
Lord  says  to  us  at  times  when  the  going  gets 
rough  and  we  feel  —  I  really  don’t  want  to  go  < 
to  the  temple  —  or  it  is  inconvenient  to  pay 
tithing.” 

It  is -the  willingness  of  the  saints  to  follow 
the  will  of  the  Father  that  will  draw  them 
‘back  to  Christ. 

Elder  Reeve 

In  drawing  men  unto  Christ,  God,  the 
Father  has  provided  prophets,  God’s  chosen 
servants,  to  lead  members  back  to  Him. 
These  leaders  do  not  come  in  the  form  of 
worldly  power  or  prestige,  the  Lord  does  not 
send  armies  to  change  the  world.  “When  it 
was  time  to  restore  his  Gospel  to  prepare  the 
world  for  the  second  coming  of  his  Son,  he 
sent,  a  baby  boy  to  the  home  of  a  righteous 
father  and  mother.” 

It  was  a  young  unlearned  boy  who  went 
into  the  Sacred  Grove  to  pray  and  “he  did  see 
and  he  did  hear  God  the  Father  and  his  son, 
Jesus  Christ,”  said  Elder  Reeve. 

This  work  continues  under  the  direction  of 
each  of  God’s  chosen  servants  and  will  not  be 
thwarted,  he  said.

As  this  work  rolls  forth  until  it  fills  the 


earth,  members  of  the  church  “must  hold 
tightly  to  it  even  though  some  turn  away” 
because  of  the:  doctrine  that  this  is  the  only 
true  chruch  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,” 
admonished  Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer  of  the 
_  Quorum  of  Twelve . 

Members  of  the  church  cannot  soften  the 
.  message  with  the  words  that  the  church  is 
the  “better”  or  “best.”  While  the  word  “only” 
is  not  the  most  appealing  way  to  begin  a 
?  discussion  of  the  gospel,  our  main  desire  is 
not  to  be  accepted  and  approved  or  to 'be 
popular,  he  said. 

“Yield  on  this  doctrine  and  you  cannot  jus¬ 
tify  the  restoration,”  he  said.

.  Urging  members  to  return  to  their  homes 
with  a  stronger  resolution  to  live  the  gospel, 

,  Pres.  Gordon  B .  Hinckley,  second  counselor

In  hopes  of  answering  some  of  the  many  ques¬ 
tions  directed  to  LDS  Church  officials,  President 
Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  second  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  conducted  an  interview  with  himself 
based  on  questions  most  frequently  asked  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  and  media. 

President  Hinckley 

During  the  155th  Semiannual  priesthood  session 
of  the  LDS  Church,  President  Hinckley  provided 
answers  for  questions  such  as,  how  is  the  health  of 
the  church  leader  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball? 

In  answer,  President  Hinckley  said,  “President 
Kimball  is  not  very  well  —  he  suffers  from  the 
infirmities  of  age.”  Other  questions  concerned  sub¬ 
jects  such  as  the  financial  standings  of  the  church 
and  the  church’s  stand  on  fathers  who  refuse  to  pay 
child  support 

President  Benson 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  of  the  LDS  Council 
of  Twelve,  told  the  group  that  fathers  and  sons 
should  listen  and  obey. 

Citing  Examples  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  Presi¬ 
dent  Bensqn  instructed  fathers  to  follow  the  exam¬ 
ples  found  in  these  ancient  scriptures.  President 
Benson  said,  “Fathers,  here  is  a  divine  pattern  — 
Lehi  first  taught  by  example,”  President  Benson 
added,  “Repetition  is  a  key  to  learning.  Our  sons 
need  to  hear  the  truth  repeated.” 

Astronaut  Don  Lind 

Speaking  of  his  recent  trip  on  the  space  shuttle 
Challenger,  United  States  astronaut'  Don  Lind 
said,  “It  took  me  a  long  time,  many  years  of  prepa¬ 
ration,  to  make  it  into  orbit.  I  learned  that  persist¬ 
ence  pays  off.  But  I  also  learned  that  you  have  to  be 
prepared  when  the  opportunity  comes. 

“The  Aaronic  Priesthood  brethren  here  tonight 


are  already  preparing  for  what  they  one  day  will 
become.  I  encourage  them  to  prepare  well.” 

Elder  Pinegar 

Elder  Rex  D.  Pinegar,  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy,  spoke  of  the  “lifeline”  that  exists  between 
Heavenly  Father  and  those  here  on  earth.  “The 
Priesthood  anchors  our  lifeline  to  Heavenly 
Father,”  said  Elder  Pinegar.  He  added  that  we 
don’t  need  to  try  and  chart  our  own  course,  “The 
Lord’s  life  line  is  already  in  place  as  a  sure  guide  and 
strength.” 

Elder  Asay 

Elder  Carlos  E.  Asay,  a  member  of  the  presiden¬ 
cy  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy,  spoke  on  the 
Oath  and  Covenant  of  the  priesthood  being  a  holy 
contract.  Elder  Asay  said  when  men  agree  to  live 
by  this  covenant,  they  agree  to  receive  the  priest¬ 
hood,  to  magnify  their  callings  and  to  live  by  every 
word  of  God.  If  they  fulfill  their  portion  of  the 
covenant  “they  shall  receive  all  that  God  hath.” 

Elder  Perry 

Elder  L.  Tom  Perry,  of  the  LDS  Council  of 
Twelve,  conducted  a  grandfather-to-grandson  chat 
with  his  oldest  grandson,  12-year-old  Terry  Haws. 
Elder  Perry  suggested  to  make  the  talk  public.* 
“Just  in  case  what  we-have  to  talk  about  might  be  of 
benefit  to  other  young  bearers  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  listening  to  us  tonight.” 

Elder  Perry  told  Haws  he  wasn’t  pleased  with 
the  conditions  of  the  world  that  young  men  would 
be  inheriting.  He  said,  “I  believe  we’ve  greatly 
failed  you  in  what  we  have  allowed  the  conditions  in 
the  world  to  become.” 

Despite  all  of  the  evils  that  are  here  on  earth, 
Elder  Perry  said,  “There  is  one  place  that  you  can 
turn  to  still  find  heroes  —  the  holy  scriptures.” 
Speaking  of  the  ancient  prophet  Daniel,  Elder  Per- 
said,  “There  are  great  blessings  in  store  for

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  In  tiny  Micronesia,  a 
state  legislature  passes  a  resolution  calling  on  offi- 
,cials  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  to  halt  missionary  efforts. 

In  Jerusalem,  thousands  of  black-coated  Ortho¬ 
dox  Jews  turn  out  for  demonstrations  spurred  by 
rumors  of  an  LDS  plot  to  convert  Jews.  And  in  Vail, 
Colo. ,  a  council  of  ministers  cites  an  LDS  belief  that 
God  was  once  a  man  as  they  vote  to  ban  the  faith 
from  an  ecumenical  chapel. 

Around  the  world,  opponents  of  Mormonism  are 
making  their  voices  heard  in  a  crescendo  unrivaled 
since  the  days  of  polygamy. 

The  church’s  most  vociferous  critics,  many  of 
them  former  Mormons,  say  they  are  waging  a  suc¬ 
cessful  battle  for  the  souls  of  unwitting  converts 
duped  by  aggressive  LDS  missionaries. 

But  the  LDS  hierarchy,  gathered  for  the 
church’s  155th  Semiannual  General  Conference  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  contend  publicly  that  in¬ 
creasingly  visible  opposition  poses  no  serious 
threat  to  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  or  its  5.8  million  members.

WORM  nodded  and  smiled  and  said,  “Right  on.” 

WORM  did  not  hand  out  any  religious  pam¬ 
phlets.  However,  he  did  hand  out  a  few  copies  of  a 
letter  he  said  he  sent  to  President  Reagan  volun¬ 
teering  his  “services  as  a  public  servant  of  the  New 
World  Order  in  the  forum  of  the  United  Nations  to 
settle  international  disputes  peaceably  if  at  all 


Claiming  only  a  “couple  of  handfuls  of  disciples” 
in  a  few  cities,  including  Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  and 
Kansas  City,  where  he  is  originally  from,  WORM 
clutched  a  Bible  titled,  “Rex  Humbard  Prophecy 


Bible.” 

“Hello,  all  you  saints,”  WORM  once  again 
shouted.  When  there  was  no  reply,  WORM  con¬ 
cluded  to  no  one  in  particular,  “They  must  not  be 
saints,  because  they’re  not  saying  anything  back.” 

After  citing  Isaiah  41:14,  a  scripture  he  had 
marked  with  an  unusual  bookmark  —  a  pack  of 
non-generic  “Full-flavor  filter  cigarette  100s,” 
WORM  said,  “God  calls  all  his  servants  ‘worm.’  ” 

(The  Lord  refers  to  Jacob  as  “thou  worm  Jacob,” 
which  the  LDS  footnotes  to  the  Bible  define  as 
“meek  and  humble.”) 

Although  he  said  he  has  lived  in  Salt  Lake  City 
since  he  was  14,  “the  whole  world  is  my  home.”  He 
added,  “I’m  thinking  about  my  people  everywhere 
—  drug  users,  liars,  thieves,  murderers,  sex  de¬ 
viants.  I  refer  to  them  as  ‘my  people’  because  I 
know  them  .  .  .  I’m  one  of  them.” 

He  said  he  is  waiting  for  “The  Great  Disappear¬ 
ance”  which  he  defined  as  “the  time  when  Christ 
will  come  to  take  away  the  righteous  to  heaven.” 

With  the  yellow  lightning  bolts  on  his  robe  mov¬ 
ing  with  the  breeze,  WORM  said,  “I’ve  got  my 
glory  just  like  Jesus,  but  mine  is  the  lowest  glory.

fef  A  student  living  in  off-campus 
®  -housing  is  in  a  different  situation. 
A  Off-campus  housing  contracts  are 
g  legally  binding  documents,  accord- 
kt>  ing  to  the  off-campus  housing 
office.  The  university  and  church 
i  tf  are  not  above  the  law,  said  arepre- 
.®i|isentative  of  the  office. 

Usually  the  only  way  to  get  out 
of  a  contract  is  to  sell  it  to  another 
tstudent.  The  housing  office  also 
isaid  that  each  landlord  is  different 
and  there  are  some  landlords  in 
‘Provo  who  will  let  prospective  mis- 
isionaries  out  of  their  contracts. 
[Although  there  is  not  much  the 
housing  office  can  do,  representa¬ 
tives  will  go  over  a  student’s  con¬ 
tract  with  him  or  her  and  try  to  find 
a  clause  that  could  help  get  them 
out  of  a  contract. 


A  week  ago  '’while  looking  for  de¬ 
corative  flowers  for  our  apartment, 

I  picked  some  poison  oak,  not  rec¬ 
ognizing  it  as  such.  Later  that 
night  my  roommate  saw  the  flow¬ 
ers  and  told  me  they  were  poison 
oak.  Bumps  developed  and  itching 
ensued.  I  tried  bandaging  the 
bumps  and  putting  baking  soda  on  ‘ 
them,  but  the  sores  have  become 
inflamed  and  are  showing  no  signs 
of  going  away.  What  can  I  do?

The  Reader’s  Digest  American 
Medical  Guide  explains  how  one 
contracts  poison  oak:  “An  oily  sub¬ 
stance  on  the  leaves  gets  on  your 
skin  and  causes  an  itchy,  oozing 
rash  if  you  touch  the  plant.  The 
rash  may  spread  all  over  your  body 
and  cause  considerable  discom¬ 
fort.” 

This  information  comes  a  little 
too  late  to  help  Jenny  Moser.  But 
Dr.  Terri  Aagaard  from  the  BYU 
Health  Center  did  have  some 
advice  for  Jenny;  She  said  a  corti¬ 
sone  cream  can  help  stop  the 
itching  and  Benadryl,  an  antihista¬ 
mine  used  to  treat  a  variety  of 
allergic  disorders,  can  be  taken  in  a 
tablet  form.  Both  of  these  medica¬ 
tions  can  be  purchased  over-the- 
counter. 

Aagaard  said  many  times  these 
medications  will  not  take  care  of 
the  problem  and  it  is  necessary  to 
treat  the  poison  oak  reactions  with 
a  medication  that  is  taken  orally. 
These  oral  medications  cannot  be 
purchased  over-the-counter  and 
must  be  prescribed  by  a  physician.

learned  to  live  by  faith.” 

Elder  Burton  said -all  the  many 
different  assignments  given  to  a 
General  Authority  require  manage¬ 
rial.  ability  “as  they  have  to  bring  spir¬ 
itual  and  organizational  skills  into 
financial,  personnel,  or  other  admi¬ 
nistrative  appointments.” 

Elder  Burton  said  he  is  currently 
serving  on  a  special  committee  to 
assist  the  First  Presidency  in  bring¬ 
ing  back  inactive  members  “who  have 
strayed  from  the,  fold  and  who  now 
have  reached  a  point  in  their  lives 
where  they  feel  a  need  to  regain  their 
full  priesthood  and  temple  blessings.” 

Elder  Burton  stressed  the  necessi¬ 
ty  of  not  abandoning  those  who  have 
committed  transgressions.  “Put 
yourself  in  their  place,”  he  said. 
“Never  will  they  need  acceptance, 
kindness  and  understanding  more 
than  in  those  first  few  months  after 
their  betrayal.” 

Elder  Larsen 

Elder  Dean  L.  Larsen,  a  member  of 
the  presidency  of  the  LDS  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  said  there  are 
tests  which  the  Lord  himself  has  pre¬ 
scribed  “that  can  be  applied  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  divine  nature  of  any  reli¬ 
gious  work.” 

Such  tests  “overreach  the  tentative 
significance  of  any  historical  docu¬ 
ment  that  may  survive  the  passage  of 
time.”  He  added  that  historical  in¬ 
terest  often  reflects  “the  way  one  in¬ 
dividual  recalls  or  perceives  events  or 
the  actions  and  motives  of  those  who 
participated  in  them.” 

Joseph  Smith’s  credentials  as  a 


prophet  of  God  are  not  “adequately 
tested  by  historical  relics,”  Elder 
Larsen  said. 

Instead,  the  fruits  of  the  restored 
gospel  are  the  real  tests  of  Joseph’ 
Smith  and  his  work. 

Elder  Larsen  emphasized  that 
members  of  the  church  are  expected 
to  manifest  the  gospel  fruits  not  only 
for  benefits  and  blessings  in  their  own 
lives,  “but  for  the  purpose  of  drawing 
others  to  the  truth.” 

Elder  Ashton 

The  final  speaker  of  the  morning 
session  was  Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton 
of  the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve,  who 
asked,  “Where  is  peace?” 

By  living  gospel  principles  “we  can 
learn  to  know  our  Father  and  find 
inner  peace,”  he  said. 

“Commitment  to  God’s  laws  is  the 
basis  for  peace,”  Elder  Ashton  said. 
“Peace  is  something  we  earn.  It  is  not 
a  gift.” 

In  these  days  of  wars,  rumors  of 
wars,  discord,  evil  and  contention,  he 
said  “A  testimony  of  the  teachings  of 
our  Savior  gives  personal  peace.” 

Although  the  United  States  faces 
the  challenges  of  curbing  the  federal 
budget  deficits,  riots,  terrorism,  con¬ 
trolling  the  arms  race,  inflation,  and 
winning  an  ambitious  battle  for  tax 
reform,  Elder  Ashton  said,  “thank 
God  America  is  at  peace.” 

He  said  the  United  States  and  its 
people  have  the  “responsibility  to 
continue  to  take  the  lead  in  furthering 
peace  on  earth  and  goodwill  toward 
all  men.”
